Impact also warns artists about looking 
needy by not taking the time to personalize 
their tweets. 


“A lot of artists do a copy and paste thing; 
they'll send the same message to every DJ,” 
said Impact. 


Unfortunately, some artists aren’t convinced 
that a lack of knowledge on their part is 
where the attention should be concentrated. 


C-Nice, a local Long Beach rapper and Cal 
State Fullerton graduate, doesn’t believe 
that DJs put forth enough effort to help 
upcoming artists. Consequently, he brings 
up the subject of DJs charging money to 
host the mix tapes that underground artists 
hope will build “street buzz.” 


“| don’t think that DJs should charge artists 
to promote them; artists should charge the 
DJs,” said C-Nice. “If DJs compete for that 
hot new record, then how is giving them 
money to host a mix tape taking them to 
the next level?” 


DJ Impact disagrees. “If | have to provide my 
vocal talent to make your CD interesting — or 
you want to introduce your music to my fan 
base — then why wouldn’t | charge for that?” 
said Impact. “There are certain DJs where 
it makes sense to pay because they have a 
name for themselves and hosting your mix 
tape adds value.” 


DJ Mikey Swift — a resident of Las Vegas, 


works at some of the most popular clubs on 
the strip such as Rehab, Studio 54, LAX and 
Pure and thinks the issue lies with artists 
not knowing the proper channels. 


“In Vegas, we have thousands of people 
coming in from all over the world,” said 
Swift. “It’s just not the place to [experiment 
on the crowds and throw in songs nobody 
knows].” 


According to Swift, DJs nowadays have 
access to their own databases and record 
pools such as Direct Music Service, DJ City 
and MP3 Pool where they obtain new music. 


“Since these companies do nothing but 
serve us, | think artists would have better 
luck if they went through them as opposed 
to approaching DJs directly,” said Swift. 


He also mentions that party-goers also play 
a huge role in whether new records get 
broken. 


“Crowds are creatures of habit; they wanna 
hear everything they hear on the radio,” 
said Swift. “It’s not that the music is bad, it’s 
just that nobody knows it.” 


Despite their varying stances on the issue, 
all of the DJs agree on one thing: personal 
interaction is essential to building a good 
relationship. 


“It’s all about how I’m approached personally,” 
said Swift. “Sometimes with texting and 
writing, you can’t really tell somebody’s 
intentions like you can face-to-face. I’m much 
more receptive to something like that.” ©

JOE JOST’S 


A LOOK INSIDE LONG BEACH’S OLDEST TAVERN

eer, peanuts, bar stools, the clink of 
_ beer glasses, all this can be found in 
bars across the country. But at Joe 
Jost’s in Long Beach, it’s more about 
the experience than just the beer. 


First opened in 1924 as a barbershop, Joe’s 
— as the regulars call it— was started by Joe 
Jost, a man of Hungarian roots who came to 
the United States through Ellis Island in New 
York. Jost traveled through the United States 
and settled in southern California. 


“Times were tough back then,” said Ken 
Buck, owner and the grandson of Joe Jost. 
“My grandfather started serving sandwiches 
and beer in 1934 (after prohibition ended) 
and still had his barbershop.” 


Safety issues regarding the cutting of hair 
while also serving food and the numbers in 
profits drove Jost to look at his books and 


then decide to turn his barbershop into a full- 


time bar with a friendly environment. 


“Joe’s is the kind of place where if you 
haven’t been back in five years, you can 
come back and feel comfortable, feel the 
same as you did before,” said Buck. 


Not too much has changed at Joe’s since it 
first opened, with only a few minor changes 
like air conditioning, a Marmion peanut 
roaster that is more than 100 years old and 
a blizzard beer system that keeps beer at a 
constant temperature of 28 degrees. 


When patrons walk into Joe’s, it takes a 


few seconds to take in the scenery. There’s 
a loud chatter of people talking all around 
the room, but there are also smiles coming 
from behind the bar. Joe’s may look small 
from the outside, but once inside, one can 
see the exterior does not do justice to the 
interior of the bar. 


For those visiting for the first time, there are 
a number of things to try from the menu. 
Joe’s is well known to customers for its beer, 
the “special” and the pickled eggs. The “spe- 
cial” is a Polish sausage on rye bread with 
Swiss cheese, mustard and a pickle. Of course 
there are those who come for some freshly 
roasted peanuts as well. 


“| love coming to Joe’s for the roasted 
peanuts and the ice cold beer,” said Ronnie 
Grenawalt, a Long Beach resident who’s been 
coming to Joe’s for forty years. Grenawalt 
first started coming to Joe’s when he was 
22-years-old, and five years ago he intro- 
duced his friend Randy Larkin to Joe’s. 


“lve met a lot of old friends, guys | hadn’t 
seen in 30 or 40 years,” Grenawalt said. “It’s 
a good place to hang out.’ 


Among many customers, the common refrain 
is that Joe’s is a place where you can find old 
and new friends. 


“The people that come in, it’s a place where 
even if you don’t know the person, you can 
sit down and talk with them -- it’s not preten- 
tious,” said Randy Reynolds of Long Beach. 
“Joe Jost’s is the West Coast’s ‘Cheers’.” 


For Shawn Flathers, who has been a bar- 
tender at Joe’s for 26 years, working at Joe’s 
is like working with family. “There is a family 
atmosphere,” he said. “I love the customers; 
everyone gets along very well.” 


Not only known for its friendly atmosphere, 
Joe’s popularity reaches beyond borders and 
across seas around the world. 


“One customer took a picture while wear- 
ing his Joe Jost’s T-shirt on vacation by the 
Wall of China and sent the picture back,” 
Buck said. “Soon after, we had more people 
doing the same thing and now we have a 
wall of pictures with customers wearing their 
T-shirts around the world.” 


Joe’s can also be seen on the big screen. 
As one of the oldest taverns in Long Beach, 
it has been used in the film industry many 
times. “Joe’s has been used many times 
as a film set — the last film was “License 
to Wed” with Robin Williams,” said Buck. 
“Robert De Niro and Robert Duvall have 
also shot films here.” 


Joe’s has been on screen, on the back of 
T-shirts all over the world, and has stood in 
the same location in Long Beach since 1924, 
but these are not the reasons why custom- 
ers come to Joe’s. Regardless if you like beer, 
pickled eggs, or you just want to hang out, 
Joe Jost’s is a place that fits anyone who 
wants to have a good time.

Get Hyped about getting Linked

Have you ever felt there was something 
wrong with the school systems, the food 
that you are eating and the tuition that 
you are paying? The solution to these 
problems can be found at a new website 
launched by a group of CSULB design 
students called hyperlinked. 


This group of design students are being 
kept anonymous for privacy reasons, but 
they want their website to be discovered. 
The website, hyperlinked.us, covers 
topics such as drugs, food, health, oil, 
prison systems, bullying and the CSU 
tuition hikes. 


The website was created in just a matter 
of weeks by the design students who felt 
motivated to make a major change. 


“The hyperlinked website grew out of a 
class discussion about how designers need 
to take a social role in advancing important 
issues instead of merely worshiping the 
golden cow of advertising and salary,” said 
the professor of the group of students who 
created the site. 


The professor is also being kept 
anonymous with the students involved.

“When | saw that the students were 
authentically concerned about a wide 
spectrum of topics, | wanted to cultivate 
their sense of concern and give them a 
chance to apply their design skills to their 
social concerns,” he continued. 


After hours of in-class discussions, the 
group of students concluded on the most 
vital topics they were concerned about, 
most notably, the CSU tuition increases. 


“The professor talked to us about the 
times that students would have walkouts 
and protests,” said one of the anonymous 
students. “This inspired us to begin our 
own type of protest.” 


The professor began to ask the students 
what they could do with their artistic 
knowledge, and since everyone in the 
class was learning website design, they 
decided on making a website for people 
that wanted to make a change. 


“It has been a bumpy ride getting 
organized and balancing the tasks of 
designing a site (something nearly 
everyone in the class has never done 
before) and understanding the issues 
we are presenting,” said the professor. 
“Though it has been challenging, we 
have learned that there is a true cost 
to promoting social reform—a price 
that someone has to pay for things to 
move forward.” 


The group of students here at CSULB 
are remaining anonymous because 
they don’t want their professor to get 
in trouble, even though the professor 
says he wouldn’t mind being exposed. 
The students also want to create a 

stir without affecting their personal 
lives. These students are in your 
classrooms; they want to keep their life 
as normal as possible. 


“We could get in trouble with the school 
because we are working on sucha 
controversial website on campus and we

aren’t allowed to do that, we can probably 
get kicked out of school,” said another one 
of the anonymous students. 


Hyperlinked.us is different from other 
websites because it gives people 
information on both ends of an issue, 

both for and against. The website will also 
link site visitors to other organizations, 
specifically focusing on the issue at hand. 
For example, the bullying page would have 
links to pages such as hrc.com, The Human 
Rights Campaign. 


“It’s a free country, or at least that’s 

what we like to think. These days our 
nation is spending too much money, time 
and resources on the criminalization of 
marijuana and other petty drugs,” said one 
of the anonymous design students. 


The website launched on Nov. 30 and will 
continue to be updated daily. The students 
hope to get enough people interested to 
make a significant change. 


“As an instructor, | am happy with 
everyone’s progress,” added the professor. 


The students plan to post signs about 
the website around campus and get 
people’s attention in artistic but non- 
destructive ways. 


“We also plan to make a demonstration 
on campus with a weather balloon and 
a big sign hanging from it,” said another 
anonymous student.
